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Lupines and Fertilization 
What To Do About Procuring a Good Winter Cover Crop 


By Henry C. Harris 


Agronomist, Florida Agricultural Experiment Stat 


NE OF THE most difficult things in 

Florida Agriculture is to produce 
a good winter cover crop. Not too 
many plants grow well at that time of 
the year. Such crops as oats and the 
small grains in general may be grown 
reasonably well, but they have one 
special disadvantage, namely, they are 
not legumes. 

A leguminous crop is one that has 
on the roots nodules produced by a 
certain type of bacteria. These bac 
teria are able to take nitrogen from the 
atmosphere and fix it in the roots of 
the plant. In this way nitrogen is add 
ed and the farmer does not have to pay 
for it in the form of fertilizer. 

Because of this nitrogen relation it 
IS of § pec ial advantage to the farmer 
The lu 
pine is a legume that can grow in the 
winter months. This crop is planted 
in middle October and later in the fall, 
and when it grows successfully will 
produce 20 to 30 thousand pounds per 
acre of green material high in nitrogen. 

The nitrogen in that amount of ma 
terial is about 90 pounds and is equiv 
alent to a little over 550 pounds ot 
sodium nitrate. 

Of Most Promising 

Because of the nature of this plant it 
is one of the most promising legumes 
for a winter cover crop or for grazing. 
Ic does not always grow successfully 
because of disease, insect or frost dam 
age, but when it does well it is hard to 
imagine a more beautiful winter 
leguminous crop. 

Interest in it has increased to the 
point where Florida farmers grow 
about 100 to 125 thousand acres per 
year. 

Seeding time is near and farmers 
should begin to think about the lime 
and fertilizer program for lupines. 

There have been relatively few lime 
experiments conducted with this crop, 
but I know one case where the soil was 
quite acid and a moderate lime applica 
On the other hand 
I know a case where the soil was slight 


tion was helpf ul 


ly acid and lime had no effect or 
slightly decreased the yield. 

It, therefore, seems that lime is not 
particularly important for lupines ex 
cept where the soil is moderately to 
very acid. The exact amount of lime 
to apply in such a situation would de 
pend on the nature of the soil as well 
No effort 


can be made to give an exact figure for

Adequate feed for the pregnant sow 
includes protein concentrat miner 


als, and carbohydrates 

To provide this feed, D W allac« 
recommends green forage cro suc! 
4s Oats, sweet yellow lupin ind clover 
to provide protein and vitamins. When 
such crops are available the protein 
content may be reduced 

Minerals also are highly important 
A mixture of 0.5 percent steamed bone 
meal, 0.5 percent ground limeston 
and 0.5 percent iodized salt may be 
added to the concentrate ration, or th 
minerals may be provided ir mineral 
box for the sow. 

The amount of concentrat fed to 
a sow will depend on green teed ay uil 
able, her weight, and whether she ji 
mature. The growing sow will need 
more feed than the mature animal \ 
sow should gain from 75 to 12 
pounds during gestation, and she will 
lose 30 to 40 pounds it tarrowing and

BLACKLEG VACCINATION 
Farmers in areas where outbreaks of

Onset of the 
disease is rapid, symptoms including 
lameness, sluggishness, and very high 


temperature. It usually proves fatal 
within 36 hours. Putrefaction is 
rapid, gas forms in the tissues, and 
pressure on areas where gas has formed 
results in a crackling sound

In a paper on grapes of tropical and 
subtropical varieties, Dr. Joseph L. Fen- 
nell, scientist, plant breeder and grape 
grower of Lady Lake, said, “all the 
newer types have different qualifica- 
tions and likewise varying commercial 
possibilities.

| Use care tn fertilizer formulas 


for bright tobacco 


Fo MAXIMUM YIELDS of high qual- 


ity tobacco, take care to use the 


right kinds and amounts of fertilizer, 
Agronomist Fred Clark of the Florida 
Agricultural Experiment Stations ad- 
vises farmers. 


While a complete fertilizer, such as 
3-8-8, 3-9-1, or 4-8-12, is generally 
recommended for bright leaf tobacco, 
the amounts will vary according to 
the type of soil and previous crops 
grown on it. Medium sandy loam 
soils require lighter fertilizer applica- 
tions than the sandy porous soils, Mr. 
Clark explained. 


“Too much fertilizer may result in 
a product of unsatisfactory quality, 
and not enough may result in a low 
quality, sO it Is very important to use 
the right amounts and the right kinds 
with this crop,” the agronomist said. 


The ratio of nitrogen and potash 
should be about one to three or four, 
or in amounts ranging from 30 to 45 
pounds of nitrogen to 100 to 140 
pounds of potash per acre. The high- 
er amounts would be used on sandy 
soils. Eighty to 120 pounds of phos- 
phorus per acre usually will be satis- 
factory as far as this element is con- 
cerned, 

Mr. Clark said chlorine and mag- 
nesium are not considered essential for 
tobacco, but 20 to 30 pounds of each 
per acre is recommended for a good 
crop. 

When using fertilizer on tobacco, 
the amounts should be based on the 
analysis. Less of a high analysis form- 
ula will be needed than when a low 
analysis fertilizer is used. To illustrate 
this point, Mr Clark explained that 


1,500 pounds of 3-8-8 per acre would 
be needed to provide 45 pounds of 
nitrogen, 120 pounds of phosphoru 
and 120 pounds of potash, while the 
same amounts of plant food could be 
provided with 1,100 pounds ot 4-8-12

Weight of pecans of the Money 
maker variety has been increased 10 
percent by thinning the crop with a 
2,4-5-T spray in mid-June in prelim- 
inary test by Horticulturists Ralph 
Sharpe and G. H. Blackmon of the U. 

of F. Experiment Stations. 

Using 20 or 100 parts of 2,4-5-T to 
one million of water, the scientists 
sprayed the Moneymaker trees to de- 
termine whether thinning of the crop 
would have any effect on weight of 
nuts, percentage of kernel, and the 
crop the following year. Sprays of 
both concentrations thinned the crop, 
the individual weight of the nuts was 
increased 10 percent, but there was no 
increase in percentage of kernel. The 
sprayed trees set good crops the follow 
ing year, while unsprayed trees failed 
to bloom. 

The 2,4-5-T sprays had no effect on 
trees of the Moore variety, however. 

Results thus far obtained with the 
Moneymaker are not conclusive enough 
for recommendations, and_ research 
with sprays will be continued.

DWARD H. FALKNER has written a 
book entitled, ““Plowman’s Folly 


It has received enough ittention tt 
cause plow manufacturers to consider 
remodeling certain plows, and well it 
should. However the author does 
himself a great injustice when he

“If I were advising farmers on the 
subject of plowing my categorical 
statement would be, Don’t—and for 
that position there is really scientific 
warrant.” 

He also reiterates that there is no 
scientific reason for plowing Such 
broad statements are foolish. No one 
would plant seed out on the wild turf 
lands of the prairies and ¢€ xpect to hat 
vest a crop. No one would clear land 
of trees and plant without plowing 
Mr. Faulkner fails to discriminate be 
tween different kinds of plowing and 
also different kinds of soils. 

Plowing Defined 

The author advocates disking as 
though that were not plowing \ 
single disk plow is a turning plow. It 
is true that a disk can be set to knife 
the dirt edgewise without turning it 
over Harrowing is plowing Any

In overcoming tem 
porary set-backs better management is 
learned and a more useful citizen is 
developed in the process. 

As systems of farming shift and 
change, decreasing acreages in rou 
crops become available for other uses, 


and the beef cattle business assumes | 


more importance. Land removed from 


crop production is often best used for | 


grass and forage and these are the types 
of feed crops well utilized by cattle. 

Cattle production conserves and im- 
proves the land, and much of the profit 
is returned to the land and the herd. 
This practice increases the capital re- 
sources of the business and its earning 
power. The opportunities for success 
are greatest when the cattle trade is 
built around a good cow herd and pre 
ferred market outlets. 


Trim Expenses 

Look for places to cut cash expenses. 
Unit costs of production are important, 
particularly from the standpoint of 
withstanding price declines. Be care 
ful, however, in cutting fertilizer costs 
by reducing amounts used. Fertilizer 
prices have risen 50 percent whereas 
most other production items have dou- 
bled in cost. Use more fertilizer where 
yields can be increased sufficiently by 
sO doing. 

Eliminate “boarder cows, sows, 
hens, orchard trees, and other “board- 
ers”. Poor producers not only fail to 
make profits they will even steal 
profits made by the better producers. 

Use the best seeds, plants, and nurs 
ery stock available. 

Substitute high quality roughages 
where feasible. 

Rent additional land or increase live- 
stock enterprises where unit costs can 
be cut by so doing. 

Qualify for support prices unless it 
would interfere with other good man 
agement practices. 

Do not be afraid to make changes 
and adopt innovations that inc rease 
ethic ency. 

Hold production costs down con- 
sistent with high yield and good qual- 
ity. Any decrease in cost adds to to- 
tal profit and has the same effect as 
higher selling price. 

Keep Careful Records 

Keep a good set of records and study 
them carefully for improving the busi- 
ness. 

Retire any and all debts feasible. 
Consider consolidating burdensome 
short-term debts into one long-term 
debt at a lower rate of interest and 
smaller periodic payments. 

The principle requirement is not 
only to maintain high yields but also 
to emphasize labor efhciency and con- 
trol of costs. Prospective prices will 
not justify production at any and all 
costs but will give reasonable returns 
lo e fic tent prod uc ers, 

If you have been farming for 10 
years past and have not made money, 
maybe you should get into other work. 
Not everyone has the managerial skill 
it takes to operate a farm successfully. 
The time to shift to other work is 
while jobs are still plentiful.

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M' CH CONFUSION still seems to 
exist regarding the comparative 
values of mash, crumbles and pellets in 
poultry feeds. Most work which has 
been done along this line indicates that 
when the feed is nutritionally sound 
and the birds are in norm il laying con 
dition there is very little difference in 
the produciton obtained with the three 
different types of feed. Generally 
speaking, birds which are fed crumbles 
or pellets will consume a little mort 
than those fed on mash, but the extra 
feed goes to body weight and not in 
creased ezg2 production 

While it is true that when birds are 
given their choice of mash or crumbles 
they will usually show preference for 
the crumbles, it is also true that bird 
which are fed entirely on mash wil 
consume adequate amounts of feed and 


be entirely satisfied with the mash 


Egg Production 

Of course there are instances wher 
the crumbles or pellets may be of ben 
hit in increasing egg production For 
instance, the feeding of pellets it mid 
day as a supplement to mash feedin 
will usually induce the birds to eat 
more feed. If for any reason the bird 
are off feed, and egg production i 
lowered, this pellet supplement ition 
will help bring the production back t 


nor mal, 


This is especially true during sum 
mer in cases where the feed troughs are 
outside and the surrounding area is ex 
posed to the hot sun 

When the sand gets very hot the 
birds will not stand around the feed 
troughs long enough to take in all th 
mash they should have. But when pel 
lets are fed in these troughs the bird 
can pick up a considerable amount of 
feed in a relatively short period of 
time and they do not have to run back 
and forth from the troughs to the 
shade trying to get a fk mouthfuls 


of mash. 


Many cage-layer operators have gon
